Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 28, 70c. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR

Specification 
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4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 - 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims L 9, and 17 , these claims use the limitation 'judgment result thereof 
in places where there are plural judgment results that have occurred. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. Thus it is unclear and not definite as to which 
judgment result is being referred to. For example, page 28 line 21 states 'when the judgment 
result thereof is negative' but it does not specifically point out or distinctly claim which of the 
first, second, or third judgments it is referring to. Other examples of unclear phrasing in claim 1 
(and subsequently in the same places in claims 9 and 17) are on page 28 lines 1, 8, 13, and 17. 
An example of a clear and definite phrasing is shown on page 28 lines 4-5 which states 'when 
the judgment result of the second judgment section is positive'. Therefore, claims 1 , 9, and 
17 are rejected for being indefinite and unclear as to the claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-8, 10-16, and 18-20 , these claims are rejected due to inheriting the 
parent limitations above.
